Healthcare changes halted as plans are challenged

PLANS to reshape healthcare in 
mid and south Essex are in jeopardy 
after Southend councillors agreed 
to refer them to the health secretary. 

The move will mean that £118mil- 
lion in NHS funding will be frozen 
and secretary of state for health and 
social care, Matt Hancock, will now 
have to decide whether to respond to 
the council himself or send the refer¬ 
ral to an independent review panel. 

If Mr Hancock opts for the 
latter, the Mid and South Essex 
Sustainability and Transformation 
Partnership (STP) proposals may 
be on hold for 20 days while a 
review takes place. 

The plans include assessment 
and treatment centres alongside 
the A&E departments at each of 
Basildon, Broomfield and Southend 


Hospitals as well as for a specialist 
stroke unit at Basildon. 

Members of Southend’s People’s 
Scrutiny Committee met on Tuesday, 
October 9 to discuss the referral. 

Council officers had initially rec¬ 
ommended a referral to Mr Hancock 
based on the decision to central¬ 


ise stroke services at Basildon, but 
councillors chose to back an amend¬ 
ment from Labour calling for the 
whole plan to be challenged. 

This amendment called the con¬ 
tent of the consultation inadequate, 
expressed concerns over plans for 
the stroke unit and the transfer 


plans and notes that the plan as a 
whole would not be beneficial to 
Southend residents. 

Speaking before the vote, dep¬ 
uty leader of the council James 
Courtenay urged all members to 
support the amendment in the inter¬ 
est of Southend residents. 

Independent councillor Martin 
Terry called the plans “harmful” 
to Southend residents and said they 
have been put forward to “save 
money” rather than improve patient 
outcomes. 

Labour councillor Matt Dent said: 
“The fact is since the beginning of 
this process the council has been 
asking questions about how this 
process will work, in particular the 
treat and transfer model and it has 
not stood up to scrutiny.

New Thames crossing to create ‘toxic triangle’

ESSEX County Council has 
backed the option for a new £6bn 
Thames Crossing proposed by the 
Government - despite claims it will 
increase air pollution levels. 

The council formally adopted 
a motion that “fully supports the 
Government’s announcement of its 
preferred Option C for the proposed 
new Lower Thames Crossing” after 
overwhelming support from Tory 
councillors. 

The council said: “The route 


would enable sustainable local 
development and regional growth 
leading to a stronger economy as 
well as proving a safe and reliable 
road that will improve the resil¬ 
ience of the wider road network. 

“It will also greatly improve the 
wider economy of UK pic as well 
as Greater Essex and generate thou¬ 
sands of new jobs.” 

However, the session of full coun¬ 
cil heard the Option C plans for the 
Lower Thames Crossing - the most 
ambitious road project to be under¬ 
taken since the M25 - will seriously 
impact the environment, destroying 
homes, green belt land and ancient 


forests, causing “a serious impact 
on residents’ health”. 

Lib Dem councillor David 
Kendall said: “I am disappoint¬ 
ed the council is backing Option 
C. I believe this council should 
be standing shoulder to shoulder 
with the thousands of residents in 
Thurrock who are against Option C. 

“If this proposal goes ahead, it 
will run a bulldozer through the 
green belt, it will increase air and 
noise pollution and have a major 
impact on many established com¬ 
munities. 

“I am sure that all of us in the 
chamber will want to see more jobs 


and a stronger economy in Essex, 
but at what price? 

“Serious consideration must be 
given to Option C’s impact on the 
environment. 

“Pollutions are high enough 
already with creating what will be 
known as the toxic triangle. 

“This new road will have a very 
detrimental impact on many peo¬ 
ple’s lives. It will destroy homes, 
green belt land, ancient forests and 
have a serious impact on residents’ 
health and quality of life. 

“It will also cause planning blight 
for many years to come.”

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High Street clean-up set 
to tackle rough sleeping

REMOVING unattended items from 
shopfronts and doorways on Southend 
High Street will offer another way 
of engaging with rough sleepers, 
according to the deputy council leader. 

The initiative is part of an action 
plan which aims to tackle issues 
such as rough sleeping and antisocial 
behaviour. 

A council spokesman said a bid to 
improve the street scene in conjunction 
with businesses would see unattended 
items removed from privately owned 
shopfronts, doorways and publicly 
owned highway, which would be stored 
and made available to collect. 

Deputy leader James Courtenay said: 
“Part of what we want to do is clean 
up the High Street, so it looks more 
pleasant. 

“I think removing unattended items 
and closing off empty shopfronts will 
help do this. 

“By removing items and making them 
available for collection, this will also 
give us another opportunity to engage 
with those that are rough sleeping. 

“If we leave unattended items all 


over the High Street, it looks a mess 
and doesn’t help get people off of the 
streets.” 

The move was one of a number 
announced by the council as part of the 
action plan created following a summit 
attended by councillors, Essex Police 
and Southend Business Improvement 
District (BID) last month. 

It includes key objectives such as 


ending rough sleeping on the High 
Street, reducing begging and street 
drinking, as well as making the High 
Street feel safer and more attractive. 

As part of the plan, no drinking signs 
are set to be installed and a strategy 
developed to implement enforcement 
legislation for street drinking. 

The number of outreach visits to 
rough sleepers will also be increased, 


while a six-member Community Safety 
Team started work this week to support 
the police in reducing antisocial 
behaviour. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “It has been clear 
that we need more staff on the High 
Street to support the activity already 
under way by police officers and BID 
street rangers. 

“Having uniformed council officers 
present seven days a week, just three 
weeks after the summit, shows the 
emphasis we are placing on addressing 
the public’s concerns, and the pace at 
which we’re moving ahead with our 
action plan. 

“These early actions are just the very 
first step in collectively tackling the 
issues the High Street faces, and there 
will be far more to come.” 

The YA reported this month about 
the introduction of the action plan, 
part of a “zero-tolerance approach” to 
aggressive begging, street drinking and 
antisocial behaviour pledged by Cllr 
Courtenay, who admitted that people 
“feel unsafe” on the High Street. 

Dawn Jeakings, chairman of 
Southend BID, said the action plan and 
the community safety team have been 
brought in “at an ideal and important 
time for the town centre”.

“We have had information but no hint 
of how this will function. This is a 
scrutiny committee and I would argue 
that having scrutinised these proposals 
they do not stand up.” 

The vote to make the full referral was 
backed by all members bar one who 
abstained. 

Conservative Cllr Bernard Arscott, 
chairman of the Mid and South Essex 
Sustainability and Transformation 
Partnership (STP) scrutiny committee, 


said: “I am in support of making referral 
over the stroke unit as that way if we have 
further concerns at another point we can 
make another referral. 

“If the secretary of the state does not 
uphold our full referral and does not 
endorse our objections, we will be back 
to square one.” 

Cllr Denis Game, who abstained from 
the vote, warned that referring the whole 
plan will “risk losing everything” if the 
secretary of state does not agree. 

Secretary of campaign group Save 


Southend NHS, Mike Fieldhouse, said 
he was oveijoyed at the decision. 

He said: “Our councillors have listened 
to the serious concerns our Save Southend 
NHS campaign has highlighted. I believe 
the final result will now be better 
healthcare and services for the people of 
Southend.” 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council, which will be effected by the 
referral, said it would continue to back 
the STP despite Southend’s decision. 

He said: “A Joint Health Overview 


Scmtiny Committee has looked at the 
proposals and did not recommend it for 
referral. We respect, however, the right 
of the Southend’s people and scmtiny 
committee to take a different view for 
their residents.” 

Professor Mike Bewick, independent 
chairman of the joint committee of the 
five clinical commissioning groups in 
mid and south Essex, called Southend’s 
decision “frustrating” and said the STP 
is confident that the plans will enhance 
hospital care for the whole population.

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Council approves 'toxic 
triangle’ crossing option

The major new road linking Kent 
and Essex is said to nearly double 
road capacity across the Thames and 
almost halve northbound journey times 
at Dartford. 

This was the new message from the 
Highways Agency as updated plans 
were unveiled. 

The multi-billion pound project has 
been in the planning stage for years, 
with the aim of reducing the Dartford 
Crossing’s daily traffic misery. 

But Highways England has said the 
latest version of plans will create a new 
three-lane dual carriageway connecting 
the M2 near Rochester and the M25 
in Essex between North and South 
Ockenden. 

It will include a 2.4-mile tunnel 
under the Thames between Tilbury 
and Gravesend, making it the longest 
in the UK. 

The project, set to be the biggest 
since the 1970s, aims to be completed 
by 2027. 

It will be more than 50ft wide, mak¬ 
ing it the largest bored tunnel in the 
world. 

The new crossing is expected to 
reduce traffic at Dartford by 22 per 
cent, with 14million fewer vehicles 
using it every year. 

But campaigners say a little heard 
of A14 route - proposed as a tunnel 
running between Junction 2 (M2 5 in 
Kent) and surfacing between junctions 
29 and 30 (M25 in Essex) - bypassing 


the A282 completely - should be the 
option backed by the council. 

Cllr Kendall added: “This council 
should be calling in Highways England 
to reconsider the A14 tunnel option. 

“The A14 option would improve con¬ 
gestion at the current crossing, it will 
complete the M25 as an orbital motor¬ 
way, it will cause far less environmen¬ 
tal damage and it could take as much as 
40 per cent of traffic from the existing 
crossing.” 

Highways England says the proposed 
14.5-mile route will almost halve 


morning peak average journey times 
between M25 junctions lb and 31 from 
nine minutes to five. 

Despite a lack of information on the 
introduction of tolls, it is thought that 
drivers will need to pay for the privi¬ 
lege of passing through the tunnel. 

Highways England has said the plans 
take into consideration the small com¬ 
munities these plans are set to affect. 

Highways cabinet member Cllr Kevin 
Bentley said: “This is about the future 
of Britain and we have to prove to the 
world that Britain is open for business.”

SSAFA provides lifelong sup¬ 
port to the whole armed forces 
community, understanding the 
complex nature of military ser¬ 
vice and the effect it can have 
on the wider family. The char¬ 
ity seeks to support the whole 
family, from help with school- 
runs and hospital appointments 
to providing support in time of 
fin ancial or emotional need. 

Most of my close friends are in 
the forces and I always seem to 
have someone away from home, 
whether that’s in places such as 
Iraq or Afghanistan or closer to 
home helping with flood relief. 

It is extremely difficult, but 
just part and parcel of life behind 
the wire. 

Thankfully with modem mil¬ 
itary technology, we can at least 
keep in touch most of the time. 

I can only imagine how 
difficult it must have been for 
families in the past, who had no 
contact for months and for those 
deployed away from home, and 
away from their families, friends 
and loved ones.

HALLOWEEN (18,106 mins) 


T HE boogieman does exist and 
for decades, he has taken the 
towering form of masked 
maniac Michael Myers in a series 
of blood-drenched thrillers, which 
began with John Carpenter’s 
seminal 1978 slasher Halloween. 

Director David Gordon Green 
and co-writers Jeff Fradley 
and Danny McBride casually 
disregard the nine films which 
followed for a comfortingly 
old-fashioned return to the scene 
of the original crime: the sleepy 
community of Haddonfield. 

Jamie Lee Curtis and Nick Castle 
reprise their roles as ultimate sur 
vivor Laurie Strode and Michael 
for a climactic showdown that will 
appease fans of the series, set to 
the chilling strains of Carpenter’s 
repetitive synthesiser score. 

There is nothing self-reveren¬ 
tial, knowing or fussy about this 
Halloween: Michael surprises 
and overpowers his victims 
using familiar tactics and the 
deaths are relentless, clinical and 
exceedingly grisly. 

There are occasional flashes 
of mordant humour like when a 
sheriff (Omar Dorsey), realises 
that the madman’s rampage 
coincides with the date of his first 
killing spree. 


“What are we gonna do? Cancel 
Halloween?” drolly quips the law 
man. 

Thankfully not, otherwise audi¬ 
ences^ would be denied one of 
the stronger instalments of the 
long-running series. 

As the 40th anniversary of the 
Haddonfield murders beckons, 
true crime podcasters Aaron 
Korey (Jefferson Hall) and Dana 
Haines (Rhias Rees) visit Smith’s 
Grove rehabilitation facility. 

They meet psychiatrist Dr 
Ranbir Sartain (Haluk Bilginer), 
who oversees the day-to-day 
care of notorious inmate Michael 
Myers (Castle), and foolishly 
attempt to bait the patient by 
brandishing his mask. 

Alas, Michael remains eerily 
silent so the journalists focus on 
Laurie Strode (Jamie Lee Curtis), 
the one woman to survive Myers’ 
bloodbath. 

She has become a recluse inside 
a fortified cabin with a basement 
panic room. 

Laurie is reluctant to share the 
gory details of her past or talk 
about the estrangement from 
her daughter Karen (Judy Greer) 
and granddaughter Allyson (Andi 
Matichak). 

Soon after, the bus which is 
transferring Michael to a new 
facility crashes and the hulking 



predator is released back into 
the wild. 

He heads to Haddonfield where 
an agitated Laurie tries in vain to 
prepare her loved ones for the 
coming storm. 

“Say goodbye to Michael and 
get over it,” sighs Ally, dismiss¬ 
ing her grandmother so she can 
party with boyfriend Cameron 
(Dylan Arnold) and best friend 
Vicky (Virginia Gardener). 

Halloween repeatedly bows its 
head to Carpenter’s original film, 
relying on solid jump scares 
to ensure a spiralling body 
count. 

Curtis transforms 
Laurie into a gun-toting 
avenging angel, who 
has secretly prayed for 
Michael’s escape so she 
can lay him to rest for¬ 
ever with the pull of a 
shotgun trigger. 

Action sequences are 
briskly choreographed 
and the script neatly 
aligns female charac¬ 
ters as a unified force 
of strength against a 
male aggressor.
